STORM EAST OF GAPE HATTERAS 


Central About 200 Miles Off Coast, 
and Moving Northward. 
WASHINGTON, July 2.—The tropical 
storm making its way up the Atlantic 
Coast from the West Indies apparently 
was centered this morning 200 miles off 
the North Carolina coast, about east- 
ward of Cape Hatteras. Very little in- 
formation has reached the Weather Bu- 
reau concerning its intensity. The only 
reports came by radio from ships at 
sea. 
Latest dispatches told of winds with 
a velocity of 64 miles an hour, but these 
were at the edges of the disturbance. 
They indicated that the storm was mov- 
ing slowly northward. Fresh gales and 
strong northeast winds prevailed on the 
coast today from North Carolina to the 
Delaware breakwater.

He was 
emeritus professor of clinical surgery 
and consulting surgeon at the university 
college hospital since 1906. 


COCAINE HABIT IN ENGLAND 


Drug Introduced in Powder Form by 
Canadian Soldiers. 


LONDON, July 2.—The growing prev- 
alence of the cocaine habit in England 
has been occupying considerable atten- 
tion in the English papers recently. 

The Daily Chronicle today devotes a 
special article to the subject and alleges 
that since the outbreak of the war co- 
caine has been introduced in this coun- 
try in the form of powder by soldiers 
of the Canadian contingent and that 
traffic in it has reached the dimensions 
of a scandal.

The first week of the last month of 
the second year of the great war saw 
Germany on the defensive on all fronts, 
a circumstance new in the present con- 
flict and, in view of the allied commen- 
tators, marking the development of the 
first step in a general concentric at- 
tack upon the Austro-German alliance. 
Go back to the Civil War and there is 
a parallel that comes easily to mind. 
From 1861 to, 1863, from first Bull Run 
until the third day of Gettysburg had 
ended, the Confederacy fought for a vic- 
tory by successive offensives; the North, 
with greater numbers, resources, with 
command of the sea, totally failed to co- 
ordinate the movements of its great 
armies and to obtain the mastery that 
permitted it to control the offensive. 

In 1864, however, Grant had come 
East with one clear concepticn. He pur- 
posed to attack on all fronts ang simul- 
taneously there was to be equal pres- 
sure’ on all parts, continuing casual- 
ties, never ending wastage in men and: 


to use his own grim words, should bring 
the South back to the Union. 
Thus in 1864 Grant in Virginia, Thomas 
in Tennessee, Sherman from Atlanta to 
the sea, struck, and in a year came the 
fall of the Confedcracy—it simply wore 
out and collapsed under the _§atrain. 
Now, in 1916, at the close of the second 
year of the present war, we have the 
central Powers at last on the defen- 
sive, attacked on the east by the Rus- 
sians, in the south by the Italians and 
on the west by Anglo-French armies. 

Borrowed Grant’s War Policy. 
So far, and only so far, the paralle) is 
Plain. We do not know, we cannot even 
guess, that the central Powers will be 
crushod as was the south. What we can 
see is that the foes of the central] Pow- 
ers have borrowed the strategy—or per- 
haps better, the war policy—of Grant; 
they are just beginning to apply it. 
We are only in the very first days of 
the application and nothing of real de- 
cisive value has yet occurred. 

View War as a Whole. 

Now, as always, this war must be 
viewed as a whole—not from the 
point of view of the trench lines in 
Artois or Flanders. Remember that 
the whole Confederacy had practi- 
cally collapsed before Lee's army 
was in turn destroyed, and the mear- 
ing of the events may be grasped. 
Russia, France and Britain are now 
engaged in killing Germans and Aus. 
trians, and in the killing of Austrians 
Italy is helping. The four allied Pow- 
ers have for the first time obtained 
the offensive—they are all attacking 
—their issues are pooled, A German 
reverse, an Austrian collapse, wher- 
ever it may occur, will be actually of 
the same value in the larger game’ 
that is afoot. 
The war may be won for the allies 
In the east quite as completely az 
in the west. Germany and Austria 
may be exhausted by Russian efforts 
along the Niemen, the Bug and the 
Dniestér quite as satisfactorily as 
by the French and British on the 
Somme and the Meuse. The great 
problem now is whether Germany. 
with Austria, can stand the next four 
months of steady pounding—a pound- 
ing just beginning in the west. 


more dangerous, for under pressure a 
salient always tends te become an iso- 
lated islands, and the troops caught on 
the island have to surrender. 

Menace to Germans in Bapaume. 
If the French get Peronne and get 
across the Somme east of this town, the 
situation of the Germans in Bapaume 
will be exceedingly dangerous, the 
French will be so far in the rear. If 
the French advance should continue 
east of Peronne the Germans would 
soon have to leave Bapaume and go 
back toward, if not to, Cambrai: but 
Cambrai is one of the railroad centers 
vital to their whole line tn Artois and 
Flanders. 

This business of making salients in an 
enemy’s line‘is a familiar and yet per- 
plexing detail of trench war. The Ger- 
mans used it very effectively against 
the Russians. The attacking party does 
not undertake to attack on a front of 
many hundred miles with equal force: 
He selects some point that invites him, 
and, first, by artillery and then by in- 
fontry attack, proceeds to gnaw into the 
line before him. 

If he does not break the line he stead- 
lly wears it inward. His foe, when the 
first line is demolished, retires to the 
second, then to the third, perhaps to a 
fourth or fifth. But this gnawing, as it 
goes on, gradually eats a wedge deeply 
into the opposing line until! it is so far in 
that the sections to the north and 
south of the gnawed place become ex- 
posed to attack from the south and 
north, and these attacks threaten to 
of them, I said a moment ago. aa 
actly this how threatens the Bapuatme 
section of the German line, for the 
French are east as well as south of it. 

Foch is trying to squeeze the Germans 
out of the Noyon “elbow” or salient. If 
he gets Peronne he will threaten their 
communications; if he gets much be- 
yond they will have to retire. At Noyon 
the Germans are less than @ miles from 
Paris. To push them back here will 
mean much to the French. But it will 
not mean any great thing from the mili- 
tary standpoint. The German position 
as a whole will not be materially im- 
paired, and until the French get close 
to St. Quentin no vital railroad line 
will be endangered. 

We are justified, then, in regarding the 
French part of the offensive as a bril- 
liant, useful and moderately successfu!} 
detail in the allied operations. If they 
get on a bit more they will recover some 
French soil and give Paris more air,

The British part, on the other hand, 
inyolves the big stake.

LAREDO, Tex., July 2.—For human 
interest and the joy of life in the. Mis- 
souri militia, give me the Fourth Regi- 
ment of the National Guard. It’s a corn- 
fed outfit from the north part of the 
State, the strongest numerically of the 
Missouri regiments here and the head- 


quarters has the best mess and enjoys 
it the most. 
Col. John D. McNeely of St. Joseph, 


who commands this regiment, has been 
in the regiment. 22 or 23 years. He was 
a Captain in the Spanish-American War. 
Maj. Clay C. McDonald has a length- 
fer service, having 2 years to 
his credit. He started in the ranks, rose 
to Colonel and now is at the head of his 
battalion, watching the boys drift along.

Rough Rider in Regiment. 

The Fourth Regiment has one com- 
pany from Caruthersville which former- 
ly was in the famous Sixth Missouri, 
since mustered out. This company, ¢om- 
manded by Capt. Edward Reeves, a for- 
mer rough rider, is the only Fourth 
Regiment company which does not come 
from north of the Missouri River. The

The First Regiment I would charac- 
terize as typically and thoroughly St.

He is a large man with a Roose- 
veltian reservoir of energy. The com- 
panies line up, shirts removed, the coats 
thrown over their shoulders as they 
passed into the hospital tent, an orderly 
dabbed each arm with iodine. The doc- 
tors without a moment's delay sank the 
needles into arms and squirted 25 drops 
of the toxin. . 
The men joked all the-while, although 
each one knew the injection meant a 
day’s fever, the pain of the needle and 
the burning aftermath. They took the 
injection in the right arm. Each left 
arm showed the recent vacéinetion 
against smallpox. Even the internal ar- 
rangements for preparednéss to be so}- 
diers are complicated nowadays. 
“It is just a month since we were 
called,” said Col. McNeely, “and I am 
well in the bounds of saying that we 
are now in better shape in every way 
than we were after three months at 
the time of the Spanish War. My men | 
are better trained, everything has 
worked better for them, and this regi- 
ment is near to being soldiers right 
now.”’

Howe Denies Contribating. 

Rumor has had it for several weeks 
‘that a contribution to the fund of the 
lL. Vv. Lh was made by Howe for Jones 
and Judge Lamm, candidate for Gov- 
ernor. Lamm has already made a 
statement repudiating the indorse- 
ment of his candidacy by the I. V. lL. 
Howe denies that he made any con- 
tribution to the I. V. L to further the 
candidacy of any one. 

Kolkschneider said he expected to re- 
ceived similar letters of repudiation of 
I. V. L. sindorsements from several can- 
didates on the local tickets. 

The campaign of repudiation of the 
secret league’s indorsements by the can- 
didates was caused by the Post-Dis- 
patch's expose of the activities of the 
anti-Catholic “dark lantern’ organiza- 
tion in soliciting contributions from 
candidates, and the belief by them that 
candidates preferred by the league are 
doomed to defeat at the primary. 

Recently Kolkschneider indicated that 
the Taxpayers’ Federation, which has 
a membership of more than 20,000, would 
oppose all candidates on all tickets who 
are indorsed by the I. V. L. and fail 
to repudiate such indorsements. Of 
the total membership of the Taxpayers’ 
Federation 6000 are business houses. ° 

Kolkschneider said that not only his 
organization would oppose the candi- 
dates preferred by the I. V. L., but 
that a concerted effort by a large num- 
ber of civic organizations would be 
made to kill off the secret organiza- 
tion at the coming primary. 

A ballot of the Independent Voters’ 


‘| League for distribution only in Buchan- 


an County, with indorsements of candi- 
| dates for county offices on both tickets, 
has been obtained by the Post-Dispatch. 
The ballot, except for the additional in- 
dorsements of county candidates, is 
identical with that prepared by the se- 
cret league for circulation all over the 
State. 

Branch at St. Joseph. 

The ballot shows that the I. V. L. 
is maintaining a branch organization 
in South St. Joseph and that its activi- 
ties, like those of the parent body, are 
of the ‘‘dark-lantern” variety. Its only 
known headquarters is P. O. Box 513, 
South St. Joseph. 

The ballots to be distributed in Bu- 
chanan are being printed in St. Louis. 
In addition to the indorsements of can- 
didates on the State tickets, the ballot 
carries indorsements of candidates for 
the State Legislature, County Judcze, 
Public Administrator, Sheriff, Proga- 
cuting Attorney, Assessor, County 
Treasurer, County Surveyor, Coroner 
and Constable. 

The county is a Democratic strong- 
hold and a majority of the candidates 
of the Democratic party are marked 
“Romanist” or ‘Pro-Romanist” on the 
league’s ballots. The voters are a4- 
vised by the league to vote against 
Mise Mary A. Williams, the only can- 
didate on either ticket for the. office 
of Public Administrator, because she 
is a Catholic.

THE RUSSIANS ALL 
ABOUT ST. LOUIS\s~ 


Ambassador Also Mentions the 
World’s Fair in a News- 
paper Interview. 


NEW YORK, July 2.—David R,. Fran- 
cis, Ambassador of the United States 
to Russia, has been interviewed by No- 
voe Vremya of Petrograd, leading news- 
paper of the Russian empire. Copies 
of the newspaper containing the Am- 
bassador’s interview have been received 
in New York. 

The interviewer who ta'ked with Am- 
bassador Francis evidently knew as little 
of our political system and of St. Louis 
as some untraveled Americans know of 
Russia and Russian cities. The inter- 
view was given June 19, just after the 
adjournment of the Democratic national 
conventidn at St. Louis, and only ex- 
cerpts of the platform had been printed 
in the Russian newspapers. 

The Ambassador described with some 
Getail the wonderful enthusiasm and 
unanimity of the convention, and when 
the election will be held and the next 
Fresident inaugurated. 

Predicts President’s Re-Election. 

“Will President Wilson be re-elected?” 
the Russian interviewer asked. 

“Yes,"’ said Ambassador Francis. ‘‘l 
think there is no doubt about the re- 
election of President Wilson. His ad- 
ministration has been a successful one 
in domestic affairs, as well as in for- 
eign affairs. 

That there was unusual interest in 
the platform declarations of the Demo- 
cratic party, is shown by the next ques- 
tion, which was: “Have you seen the 
platform or the declaration of prin- 
ciples?’’ 

.NO,’’ said the Ambassador, “‘not all of 
its provisions. The gection, however, 
which has been printed in Petrograd is 
significan? and very important. It un- 
qualifiedly condemns the formation of 
associations in America for the purpose 
of promoting or aiding any foreign coun-| 
try when engaged in war, concerning 
which the Government has taken a neu- 
tral position.”’ 

The Ambassador then proceeded to en- 
lighten the interviewer on what has 
been going on in America. 

“American citizens,’’ he continued, “of 
German ancestry or nativity have been 
outpoken and active in America in ex- 
pressing sympathy with the Fatherland. 
The campaign will be very strenuous and 
has already begun. Mr. Hughes, the 
Republican candidate, has resigned 
from the Supreme bench, of which he 
has been a member for eight years. He 
is an able man, but has made no ex- 
pressions concerning the European war. 
Therefore his views on that question 
are unknown.” 

The next question was one that the 
Ambassador had been waiting for. Those 
who know the Ambassador intimately 
say that he sometimes suggests ques- 
tions to interviewers, and then answers 
them himself. However that may have 
been, the interviewer asked: 

“Could you tell us something about 
Bt. Louis?’’ 

Grows Eloquent About St. Louts. 

Could the Ambassador tell Russia 
something about St. Louis. He cer- 
It is quite probable that 
the interviewer didn't get all that Am- 
bassador Francis said about St. Louis, 
for everybody knows that Francis is 
very eloquent on the subject of St. 
Louis, especially when he is in Europe, 
and has visions:of Fourth and Olive 
streets continually before him. Here is 
what he said in answer to the question: 

“St. Louis is on the great Mississippi 
River and is the metropolis of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, the most productive sec- 
tion of our country, if not of the world. 
The city has a population of about 1,000, - 
000. It was founded by a Frenchman 
named Pierre Laclede, in 1763, after jour- 
neying up the river from the Gulf of 
Mexico, a distance of about 1000 miles. 
It is almost the geographical center of 
the United States and also the center 
of population of our country. 

“It is a very large manufacturing and 
distributing point, with’ ample banking 
facilities, and is approached by 23 rail- 
roads running through every section 
of the very fertile country surrounding 
the city. It has cheap fuel in abundance, 
as there are immense deposits of coal 
within twenty miles, or 30 versts. It 
has an inexhaustible supply of pure 
water, which is sold to manufacturers 
at very low rates. 

“St. Louis is also famed for its ex- 
cellent public schools. Its school build- 
ings have been used as models by other 
cities in America and elsewhere. It is 
also a beautiful residential city. A)- 
most every residence has a yard sur- 
rounding it and most of the residences 
are owned by those who occupy them. 

Reverts to the World’s Fair. 

‘Tn 1904 St. Louis had the greatest in- 


ternational exposition, or exhibition, 
ever held. It was participated in by all 
European countries. except Russia, 


which first accepted the invitation and 
had begun to erect its buildings on the 
grounds and had ‘shipped its exhibits, 
when the Japanese war began and Rus- 
sia withdrew from participation and 
cabled the management, of which I was 
the president, that it could not make an 
exhibit of its products because the mon- 
ey appropriated therefor had been di- 
verted to the use of the Russian Red 
Cross in the Japanese war. 

“There were many exhibits, however, 
of Russia's beautiful manufactured prod- 
ucts and of her superb works of art.”’

The question of the fairness of the new rates for 
gas filed by the Laclede Gas Co. can only be 
determined by an accurate report on the quality 
and efficiency of the gas under the new heat 
standards. This question can be settled beyond 
doubt by impartial experts. 
The Bureau of Standards of the Federal Govern- 
ment will pass on the quality and efficiency of 
the gas whenever it is asked to do so by the proper 
authorities. The bureau tested Chicago gas and 
will test St. Louis gas. 
If the Laclede Gas Co. is willing to subject its 
gas to an impartial test it can do so by asking 
for a Government expert or it can join with the 
municipal authorities in asking for an expert 
examination.

Data as to their qualifications are confused and 
misleading and often colored with that very par- 
tisanship which the conscientious voter desires to 
avoid and which all voters ought to avoid in 
selecting men for these important positions. The 
problem is especially embarrassing in the case of 
candidates without prior service on the bench. 
Expressions by the Bar Association as to the 
relative quality of the judicial material offered are 
by no means final, but at least embody definite 
conclusions. When enough lawyers participate to 
make them representative of the bar as a whole, 
these expressions in the absence of other informa- 
tion to the contrary may be accepted as a reason- 
ably safe guide. This condition is fulfilled by the 
late preferential ballot taken by St. Louis prac- 
titioners, those participating numbering no less 
than 702.

second to that of England. 

‘‘Of course, what everyone down at Washington 
realizes is that in modern warfare alliances be- 
tween two or more countries which calmly pool 
their strength for the purpose of putting down big 
fellows, permits the element of uncertainty to creep 
in upon what would otherwise be a perfect system 
of defense. Two or three countries nothing like so 
well prepared as we are going to be could band 
together and knock the daylights out of us. 

‘*Still, there must be some response to all the pre- 
paredness parades and the widespread feeling of in- 
security, and it would be hard to suggest anything 
better than the program the Senate suggests. We 
have it from Rider Haggard that instead of being the 
end of war the present great conflict in Burope is 
only the beginning, and if that is so we shall want to 
be able to show our teeth. We.have the advantage 
just now of knowing what ships have proven valua- 
ble in the naval conflicts between England and Ger- 
many, and there ought not to be any mistakes made 
in our shipbuilding program. 

‘*Everybody says that the naval battle off Jutland 
proved the battle cruiser a mecessary part of any 
first-class navy, and since the dreadnought stood up 
and knocked everything else down in that great fight 
we never hear a word breathed against it as be- 
ing any ambitious country’s piece de resistance at sea. 
We are to have everything that has served, and we 
are to have it just as fast as it can be built. 

‘*‘What we must all realize is that we have finally 
taken our place among the armed Powers. We have 
seemingly been forced to do so, and it probably 
marks a turning point in the history of our republic. 
We have been escaping either the responsibility or 
the inevitable unhappiness of a great nation, I can't 
tell whith. 

‘‘One tiing is certain: We are to be a great 
deal cockier than we have been, and by that sign 


we shall probably do much more fighting than we’ 


have been doing. I can’t say I am as happy about 
it as I was about our former condition. There was 
something to be said for mere looking on at Armia-

Charles (‘‘Sailor’’) Jerabek, who boxes 
Johnny Salvator of St. Paul at the Mo- 
tordrome tonight, is like a steel wire. He 
may be bent, but he is hard to break. 
So far as the writer can recall, Jerabek 


has been knocked out but once in his 

rofessional career, and that was by 

ommy Maxwell, the Hillsboro (Hil.) 
miner, on Oct. ll, 1912. This was almost 
at the beginning of his career. Since 
then Jerabek has engaged in between 15 
and 20 contests, but none of them has 
been with first-class men, with the ex- 
ception of his bout with Harry Trendall 
0:1 March 25 of this year. This bout was 
declared a draw by Referee Eddie Ran- 
dall, but the newspaper writers at the 
ringside were unanimous in their state- 
ments that Trendall should have been 
given the decision. 

Following hig bout with Trendall, Jera- 
bek boxed Miékey Sheridan of Chicago, 
a good man when in condition; but he 
came here fat, short-winded and in no 
condition to fight and fell an easy vic- 
tim to Jerabek. 


Jerabek Lost to Burke. 


In 1914 Jerabek boxed Tom Burke three 


times, getting a draw the first {me and 
losing the next two. This was before 
Burke had given much evidence of be- 
ccming a fixture in the ring. 

Jerabek boxed ‘‘Scotty” McMurdo 
twice and “Cyclone’’ Tommy Daly three 
times, winning all of the five boute. 
His bout with Freddy Coyne on Jan. 2 
of this year was declared ‘‘no contest’ 
by Referee Randall because both men 
persisted in repeated violation of the 
rules, and on Feb. 2% he outpointed 
Jack Harrington, who stepped into the 
ring out of the audience and substituted 
for another boxer. Harrington was in 
poor condition, but he stuck the eight 
rounds, losing the decision. 

The men mentioned are the best Jera- 
bek has met; but he has shown such 
a wihMingness in all of his bouts that 
he is interesting: at all times an as 
become quite a favorite, particularly <n 
St. Louis. 


Jerabek Beat Army Champion. 


Jerabek’s last bout was with Jack 
Torrance, a soldier from E)] Paso, Tex.., 


who came here as the champion of the 
United States army. This bout took 
place at Jefferson Barracks on May 16 
and was won by Jerapek on points in 
eight rounds. Torrance refused to do 
any of the fighting, and it was a very 
one-sided affair. If Jerabek were gifted 
with a good punch, he would have 
knocked out Torrance, because the /at- 
ter was easy to reach and had nothing 
in his favor but good condition. Lack 
of a knockout punch has been one of 
Jerabek’s failings. He swings and 
hooks well, and with punishing effect; 
but his blows have not the crushing 
power required of a knocker-out. 

I believe that Salvator probably wiil 
give Jerabek the hardest fight of his 
career tonight. The St. Paul boxer is 
neither flashy nor ecientific, but he has 
had experience against some good men 
and has done remarkably well against 
them. 

He is a fighter and believes in fight- 
ing. though his record does not show him 
to be a nocker-out. e has a rather 
awkward, rough style, though he its fair 
toward an opponent, and the only bout 
he ever lost on a foul was one to Johnny 
Tillman in eight rounds in the very De- 
ginning of his career.

NAVAL BILL VOTE

Wisconsin Senator to Continue 
Criticisms of Preparedness 
Program Today. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 2.—The 
naval bill still is before the Senate to- 
day, an attack by Senator La Follette 
on the measure having prevented a vote 
yesterday. The Wisconsin Senator has 
the floor to continue criticism of the 
Senerai preparedness program. 

Resuming the attack today, Senator 
La Follette reiterated his declaration 
that the proposed doubling of expendi- 
tures for military purposes had been 
actuated by selfish interests instead of 
Patriotism, and asserted that there was 
not a military, economic or political rea- 
son to warrant the proposed appropria- 
tions. 

“The logic of the whole world situa- 
tion is against necessity for these pro- 
posed increases,"’ he said. ‘‘The great 
nations of the world, with their devasta- 
tion and exhaustion of resources in the 
past year, have made it impossible for 
them to become.a menace to America.” 

Objection to the bill's appropriation of 
$11,000,000 for a Government armor plant 
was voted down, 51 to 17, yesterday. Sen- 
ators Oliver and Penrose led apposition 
to this feature, contending the armor 
plate controversy should be left to the 
Federal Trade Commission? Construction 
of a manufacturing plant. they declared, 
would not be true economy. 

Senator La Follette quuted from com- 
mittee hearings to prove that the Amer- 
ican navy is in better shape than pre- 
paredness advocates are willing to ad- 
mit. The navy, he said, is stronger 
than Germany's, which, although only 
half as big as Britain's, has prevented 
invasion of Germany. 

Assails Preparedness “Interests.” 

senator La Follette in his speech yes- 
terday contendea vigorously that nei- 
ther conditions confronting the nation 
nor the testimony given. before the 
congressional naval committees war- 
ranted the proposed navy increases. 

‘‘& total of $844,000,000 is the load that 
goes on the bended backs of the Amer- 
ican people,’’ he declared. ‘““‘Why is this 
to be done? If it is necessary now, why 
was it not necessary four years ago’ 
You knew then what was the nava! and 
military strength of all the foreign 
countries. But the interests had not been 
appealed to then. Bethlehem Steel at 40 
was not Bethlehem Steel at 80. The 
interests behind this preparedness plan 
do not fear Germany or England. The 
plan merely fits into their imperialistic 
schemes.” 

Says Advertising Influences Press, 

The Senator charged that men had 
been forced into preparedness parades 
under threats of having their wages re- 
duced. Workingmen in Washington, he 
said, had told him they marched in the 
demonstration here for that reason. 

‘The large newspapers of the country. 
he declared, were influenced by the ad- 
vertising of the ‘‘interests’’ behind the 
preparedness propaganda to devote most 
space to the testimony of witnesses be- 
fore the congressional committees who 
favored preparedness. 

“A cheap skate of a business man car 
get a column and a half on the front 
page if he will boost preparedness,’’ he 
shouted, ‘‘but Gen. Weaver, who speaks 
against it, cannot get a line. These 
newspapers sell their editorial good-will 
along with their advertising. It costs 
something to say that, but for some 
years I have stood ready to pay the 
price.’’
